Thatcher backs Iran sanctions 



WASHINGTON. Dec. 18 (R) — Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher Tuesday 
pledged Britain's support if the United States 
asks the U.N. Security Council to impose 
economic sanctions against Iran to force the 
release of American hostages. Mrs. Thatcher 
leaves Washington Tuesday for New York, 
where she was paying a working visit to the 
United Natrons. 

At a news conference .Monday after her 
first official talks in Washington as prime 
minister, Mrs. Thatcher said she promised 
President Jimmy Carter Britain's support if 
the United States asked the security Council 
for sanctions against Iran. 

She told reporters that while Britain would 
back U.N. sanctions against Iran, she could 
not guarantee that it could support U.S. 
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WASHINGTON. Dec. 18 ( AP) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter lit a Hanukkah Menorah 
in a Washington park Monday night and said 
the celebration's commitments to life and 
freedom “are ever-present in the hearts and 
minds of all Americans” while 50 hostages 
remain at the embassy in Tehran. 

A menorah is a seven-candle candelabra 
which Jews light during Hanukkah, the 
annual feast of lights commemorating a Jew- 
ish victory over the Assyrians during the sec- 
ond century B.C. 

In be low- freezing weather Monday night. 
Carter visited Lafayette Park, at the north 
end of the White House, where a 1 0-meter 
electronic menorah was erected to celebrate 
the eight-day Jewish feast of lights. 

“These commitments to live and to be free 
are ever-present in the hearts and minds of all 
Americans because we know that 50 of our 
fellow human beings, our .fellow citizens, are 
not free and they want to live " he said.

Commenting on the crisis in Iran, where 50

the United States is going through. 

“It’s a double ordeal, for the fate of the 50 
hostages in Tehran, from whom our thoughts 
are never far, and for the temper of the 
United States as a whole.” 

She added, “I'd be giving a false impres- 
sion if I allowed the evening to proceed any 
further without letting you know how much 
we in Britain support you in your ordeal at 
this time.” 

In his toast Carter drew a parallel between 
the hostage situation and guerrilla action in 
Northern Ireland. He promised a continued 
strong American stand against what he called 
such terrorism. 

He referred to “terrorism, the harming of 
innocent people to meet political goals, and 
indeed quite often unworthy ones ” 

“She (Mrs. Thatcher) is dealing on a daily 
basis with terrorism in Northern Ireland,” the 
president said. 

“We stand staunchly beside her in con- 
demning bloodshed and violence, death and 
murder, and I hope that our country will 
always be of assistance to her and to the lead- 
ers of Great Britain tn dealing with this 
threat.” 

Earlier Tuesday, U.S. and British officials 
said Mrs. Thatcher made a strong appeal to 
the president to lift the unannounced ban on 
sales of weapons to the Northern Ireland 
police force, the Royal Ulster Constabulary. 

They said that Carter responded only that 
the matter was still under study. 

The dinner capped Mrs. Thatcher’s first 
full day in Washington. 


In record time 


Microwave project finished

JEDDAH, Dec. 18 — Saudi Arabia's vast 
microwave relay project which finks the 
Kingdom together by telephone has been 
completed in record time, the minister of 
posts, telephones and telegraph says. 

The 10,000 kilometer, 35.000 channel 
network was completed in 30 months, Dr. 
Alawi Darwish Kayyal told Arab Sews, a 
much shorter time than it has taken for simi- 
lar projects in other •countries such as 
Australia and Iran. 

The 300 station network allows telephone 
subscribers in Saudi Arabia to make 35,000 
long distance calls within the Kingdom at any 
one time, he said, and in addition the network 
carries two television channels. 

It also includes facilities for telex, tele- 
graph and radio transmission, he said. 

“The network's stations have been built 
under the most diverse climatic conditions — 
in the desert, in valleys and on mountain 
tops." be said. The sysiem now has sui uons in 
80 towns and cities across the country. 

The microwave system was built by the 
American firm Western Electric, which won 
the right to contract the job over strenuous 
competition from European telecommunica- 
tions firms. 

Comparatively, Dr. Kayyal said, an 
Australian microwave system took ten years 
to complete, even though it only involved a 
distance of I: ,500 kilometers. And in Iran, he 
said, a system with 200 stations took four 
years to complete. 

One feature of the system is a 350 kilome- 
ter link with Sudan across the Red Sea, 
although in most cases microwave stations 
only have a range of 50 to 150 kilometers. 

“ We have earned out a unique experiment 
by linking Saudi Arabia to the Sudan through 
the microwave network — the longest link in 
the world between two stations without 
relays," he said. 

r he iink was made possible by the erection 
of tall towers on Dacca Mountain near Taif 
and Erba Mountain near Port Sudan, he said. 

But Dr. Kayyal said the microwave net- 
work is only one phase of Saudi Arabia’s 
progress in telecommunications. 

The huge telephone project now underway 
in the Kingdom will add 500,000 lines to 75 
cities and villages around the country, and 
about 45 of them have already seen the 
benefits of the expansion project, he said. 

A quarter of a million new lines have 
already been installed, and exchange 
facilities and facilities for international calls 
have been designed to cater to expected 
demand for the next 25 years, he said. 

In addition, a third communications satel- 
lite station is nearing completion near Riyadh 


to improve Saudi communications with the 
rest of the world. 

And as a backup for the microwave system, 
the Kingdom'scoaxialcable network is being 
expanded from 1.800 to 10,000 channels for 
simultaneous conversations. 




Dr. Kayyal also said the ministry hopes 
soon to be able to offer other modern com- 
munications services through the telephone 
network, such as data transmission from 
computer to computer, and transmission of 
facsimilies through telephone circuits. The 
latter would allow newspapers edited in one 
city, for example, to be printed in a number of 
other points. 

He said he expects that such services will be 
in operation within a year.

Oil ministers deadlock

CARACAS, Dec. 18 — Chances for an 
agreement on oil prices at the OPEC minis- 
ters conference here laded quickly Tuesday 
as oil ministers entered their final day of for- 
mal deliberations apparently deadlocked on 
the question of a unified pricing system. 

OPEC delegates began considering the 
thorny pricing issue for the first time Tuesday 
morning, but sources here say little chance 
for a compromise before the meeting was 
slated to end later in the day. 

Venezuelan Energy Minister Humberto 
Calderon Berti told reporters before the ses- 
sion that the conference was due to wrap up 
Tuesday without a pricing agreement. 

“But that's not so bad.” he said, predicting 
the members' varying price levels would be 
due to price differentials rather than sur- 
ebarges. 

There werr^tronp indications that the 
moderate a )>» of Saudi Arabia. Ven- 
ezuela, Qatar and the United Arab Emirates 
— all of whom were pressing for an .Arabian 
light marker price of $ 24 a barrel — was on 
the verge of breaking up under pressure from 
the OPEC “hawks”. 

Libya, Algeria, Nigeria. Iran and others 
favor a marker price differential that would 
keep their prices substantially higher than the 
$ 24 level. 

After Monday night’s ministerial session, 
Calderon Berti told reporters be expected the 
question of a unified pricing system to be 
studied in depth by OPECs long-term 
strategy committee immediately following 
the formal conference. 

Calderon said he believed all the OPEC 
ministers agreed on the need for a pricing 
system which would take into account world 


inflation and currency fluctuations. 

Even the industrialized countries would 
benefit from such a system, the minister said. 

Speaking to reporters from Western coun- 
tries, Calderon said “ if you make a big effort 
to control inflation, oil is going to be very 
cheap” 

Calderon said the strategy committee — 
which is chaired by Saudi Arabia would 
probably meet here Wednesday. 

If an agreement on a pricing system 
emerges from the committee, “we can have 
an extraordinary meeting (of OPEC) at the 
beginning of next year — sometime in the 
first quarter.” Calderon said. 

Monday night. Saudi Arabia was standing 
firm in its efforts to win general agreement on 
a $ 24 marker price. 

Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani 
told journalists he regarded Saudi Arabia's $ 
24 price as “the ceiling”. 

Commenting on those OPEC states that 
have already 'exceeded ihis level, Yamani 
said “they will come down sooner or later.” 

Meanwhile Kuwait’s Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ali Khalifa Al-Sabahtolddrob Vews -Asharq 
AlAwsat Monday night he believed a general 
agreement on prices at the current meeting 
was “not likely." 

Al- Sabah said there was a good chance 
OPEC would agree on new mechanisms for 
protecting the developing countries from the 
effects of higher oil prices — a subject that 
was being discussed by the oil ministers in 
their Tuesday session. 

Venezuela and Algc ... have proposed a $ 
20 billion OPEC bank for this purpose. 

Al- Sabah also said he doubted the minis- 
ters would agree on a basket of currencies for 
oil sales or on a plan to curtail the interna- 
tional oil spot market. 


Gold, dollar 
bodi mixed 


LONDON, Dec. IS (AP) — 
Gold prices hit a new record in 
Loudon and then fell slightly 
Tuesday, as the dollar eased in 
trading on European markets 
nervous over higher oil prices. 

Trading in bullion was busy, one 
dealer said. 

Gold opened at $475 an ounce, 
$1 up from Monday's all-time 
peak, and $5 up from the closing 
price. But the metal fell back to 
$473 .50 by the end of the day. 
However, that was still a record 
for its closing. 

A key factor on the European 
market has been the Venezuela 
meeting of the oil-producing 
nations. Some observers see the 
latest gold boom as a new lack of 
confidence in the U.S. dollar as a 
medium, in particular, for oil 
payments. 

Dealers are still anticipating 
that gold will reach$50fl an ounce 
early in 19S0. 

In Tokyo, the dollar gained, 
recovering by nearly five Japanese 
yen from a dip earlier in the day. 

The dollar clo - ed at 241 .40 yen, 
up from Monday's 239.80 yen. 

Tokyo dealers attributed the 
dollar’s sudden recovery to a 
combination of factors including 
possible oil production cuts.

The House-passed bill would take about 61 per 
cent. The president, who proposed the tax told 
reporters at a state dinner Monday night he was 
glad the bill passed the Senate. 

But a statement released by the White House also 
said the Senate bill “falls considerably short of the 
House bill."

Turkish office in London bombed 


LONDON. Dec. 1 8 1 R) — A bomb exploded Monday night at the 
office of the Turkish Airlines in central London, and a clandestine 
Armenian organization claimed responsibility. There were no 
immediate reports of injury or extent of damage. An anonymous 
caller telephoned Reuters to say the Secret Army for the Liberation 
of Armenia made the attack. The organization has claimed responsi- 
bility for similar attacks against Turkish airlines offices in Paris and 
Rome in the past few weeks.

Demirel said: "I want peace 
and order in the streets, schools, 
offices and factories of all pro- 
vinces ... This fire must be put out. 
We are aiming for the salvation of 
our country from this big 
scourge..." 

“We shall lead an unforgiving 
stru ggl e against those who warn to 
destroy the Turkish state." 

Street killings by left or right- 
wing extremists have evolved into 
a vicious circle in Turkey. Such 
deaths are generally followed 
quickly by the retaliatory killing of 
the same number of people from 
the other side. 


ISLAMABAD, Dec. 18 
(Agencies) — Pakistan’s foreign 
affairs chief is to visit Kabul for 
talks with the Afghanistan gov- 
ernment to try and settle differ- 
ences between tbe two countries.

ROME, Dec. 18 LAP) — A 
24- year- old youth, apparently 
mistaken for leftwing lawyer, has 
been shot and killed by four right- 
wing extremists in an ambush 
attack here. 

Police said Monday the terror- 
ists in a parked car fired pistol 
shots at Antonix Lean near a bus 
stop in the city’s northern Trieste 
section. 

Police arrested all four extrem- 
ists after a shootout and a wild 
automobile chase through the city 
streets. Police sources quoted the

The assembly's Social, 
Humanitarian and Cultural 
Committee had accepted the code 
as an addition to a draft resoj- 
ution adopted Dec. 3. m 
The resolution also said, that a 
law enforcement agency “ like all 
agencies of the criminal justice 
system ... should be representative 
of and responsive and accountable 
to the community as a whole. " 
According to the code : 

— Law enforcement officials 
shall at all times fulfill the duty 
imposed upon them by law, by 
serving the community and by 
protecting all persons against 
illegal acts, consistent with the 
high degree of responsibility 
required by their profession. 

. — In performance of their duty, 
law enforcement officials shall 
respect and protect human dignity 
and maintain and uphold the 
human rights of all persons. 

— Law enforcement officials 
may use force only when strictly 
necessary and to the extent 
required for the performance of 
their duty. 

— Matters of a confidential 
nature in tbe possession of law 
enforcement officials shall be kept 
confidential, unless the perfor- 
mance of duty or the needs of jus- 
tice strictly require otherwise. 

— No law enforcement official 
may inflict, instigate or tolerate 


— Law enforcement officials 
shall ensure the full protection of 
tbe health of persons in their cus- 
tody and, in particular, take 
immediate action to secure medi- 
cal attention whenever required. 


SEOUL. Dec. 18 (AP) — The 
prosecution demanded the death 
penalty Tuesday for President 
Park Chung-hee’s admitted assas- 
sin and six others accused of mur- 
der with intent for rebellion. 

Tbe prosecution also demanded 
the maximum five-year jail sen- 
tence for another defendant 
accused of destroying evidence by 
buzying guns used in the assassina- 
tion of Park and five of his body- 
guards.. 

The five-member panel bearing 
the testimony at a court martial 
has not yet indicated when h will 
issue a verdict 

Former Korean CIA chief Kira 
Jae-kyu admitted that he plotted 
for years to kill Park to end his 
one-man rule and restore democ- 
racy. 

Last Saturday, Kim appealed to 
the judge in behalf of former pres- 
idential secretary Kim Kae-won 
and tbe six KCIA agents standing 
trial, saying they had no choice but 
to obey his orders. 

Kim said the South Korean 
people should consider him “a 
hero or a fighter” for his part to 
launch democracy. “I want all tbe 
people to do the rest of the work 
now and please prevent any con- 
fusion" or a return to the past, he 
said. 

Park was shot across a dinner 
table at a KCIA “safe bo use.” 

Kim testified he wanted to 
launch a revolution for democracy 
'but denied he wanted to be presi- 
dent, as the original government 
report on the assassination 
claimed. 


Anonymous leaflets scattered 
in downtown Seoul Monday 
demanded that the government 
release “freedom fighter Kim 
Jae-kyu and bis men who 
punished naHnnai traitor-dictator 
Park Chung-hee" 

Meanwide South Korea’s new 
martial law commander said 
Tuesday tbe military must not 
meddle in politics but issued a vei- 
led warning to dissidents who 
engage in “political agitation." 

Six days after taking over tbe 
country's top military post in a 
military shake op, Gen. Lee Hee- 
sung issued a statement saying tbe 
military believes the country’s 
political development “must be 
left to tbe patriotic and intelligent 
politicians.'' 

The shakeup which has made 
hardlin e generals the power brok- 
ers in the country's new cabinet as 
well as in the military establish- 
ment itself has threatened South 
Koreans movement toward demo- 
cracy. 

Lee's statement was the first by 
anyone in the military since the 
Dec. 12 shakeup stating that “the 
military must not meddle in poli- 
tics” and saying martial law forces 
will return to their primary duties 
of national defense “as soon as 
possible." 

But the civilian government of 
President doi Kyu-hah. who is 
scheduled to be inaugurated Fri- 
day succeeding Park, has not yet 
firmly indicated it will move ahead 
.with promised constitutional 
reforms and a presidential elec- 
tions. 


Superior to U.S. vessels 

Soviets deploy new type of atomic sub 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18(AP) 
— U.S. intelligence sources said 
Tuesday the Soviet Union has 
started deploying a new nuclear- 
powered attack submarine that is 
faster and can dive deeper than 
tbe most advanced American 
subs. 

Tbe submarine may pose a 
major problem for the U.S. Navy 
in the future if it is built in large 
numbers, analysts said. Attack 
submarines are used to fight other 
submarines and to hunt and sink 
naval and merchant surface ships. 

U.S. intelligence has been 
aware for some time that the Rus- 
sians were testing the new 


“ Alfa-Class " submarine, but its 
first operational deployment into 
the North Atlantic was detected 
only recently. 

There were indications that tbe 
sub accompanied a Soviet 
missile- firing submarine flora the 
northern part of the Soviet Union, 
using tbe noise of the Alfa's 
machinery to throw off U.S. 
acoustic devices seeking to track 
the missile submarine to its patrol 
area. 

Tbe new sub has since headed 
back toward its home base in the 
Arctic region of the Soviet Union, 
said the sources who asked not to 
be named. 


Very little has been disclosed 
publicly by defense officials in 
congressional testimony about the- 
submarine. 

' Adr. Hyman Ricfeover, the 
navy’s nuclear propulsion expert, 
told Congress in late October that 
the Russians have a “ new, deep- 
running, very fast nuclear attack 
submarine." He did not elabo- 
rate. 

A navy source estimated the sub 
can travel submerged at speeds 
over 40 knots. That would be fas- 
ter than the U.S. Los Angeles- 
Class submarines, which are 
believed to generate speeds over 
30 knots.

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THE SHAH’S EXIT 


Despite the still overcharged rhetoric from Iran, it is clear that the 
Shah's move to Panama has taken much of the heat out of the 
Iranian- American crisis. This much could be seen from Iran's fore- 
ign minister’s reaction, in which he described the move as a "positive 
step" and expected that some of the hostages at least would be 
released by Christmas. 

With the war drums beating distinctly less insistently now. the two 
nations have a chance to consider their common interest in phasing 
out their confrontation. This was probably the longest of its kind in 
history; and to keep it brewing much further would entail merely 
raising the cost of the inevitable ultimate settlement. 

On the Iranian side, the leadership could point out to some definite 
gains, so that the turn to a more pacific path would be seen, especially 
by Ayatollah Khomeini's followers, as far from an ignoble climb- 
down. America have had to revise its attitude on the question of 
allowing the Shah to settle there. In addition, the limits of America’s 
power were thoroughly exposed. 

On the other hand, Lhe internal situation in Iran is coming to a 
head. And if the conflict between the two leading Islamic leaders. 
Ayatollahs Khomeini and Shariat Vladari, has not yet reached the 
pointofexplosion.it is still important that the external crisis, a source 
of added uncertainty, is ended so that full attention can be paid to the 
problem of political reconstruction. 

On the American side, the Washington Administration could 
claim that the Shah’s departure represents the solution it has always 
been ready to settle for. provided there is reciprocation on the 
Iranian side. The ultimate Iranian demand of handing the Shah over 
has been consistently and successfully rejected. 

Further, the administration could claim credit from the very 
restraint it showed in handling the crisis. The lesson of the limits to 
what a superpower can do have apparently been learned. The inter- 
national situation no longer allows a nation, however strong and 
capable, to take the law into its own hand, no matter how just it might 
deem its cause to have been. 

The word for the final termination of the crisis, the word which can 
set the hostages free, has to come from Ayatollah Khomeini himself. 
Let us hope it will not be long in coming, so that the world can breath 
freely once more ...

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An ambitious but amiable man rises to Spain’ s heights

MADRID — 

On a sunny December morning four years ago a 
young politician named Adolfo Suarez, dressed in 
the blue shirt of the Falangists, knelt to swear 
allegiance to Spain's single-state party. 

The occasion was the swearing- in of the country' s 
first government following the death of dictator 
Francisco Franco the month before. 

Coming among a batch of new ministerial 
appointments, the naming of Suarez as head of 
Franco's party, the National Movement, passed 
largely unnoticed. 

But today the handsome career politician is 
firmly established as prime minister of a rejuve- 
nated and democratic Spain, and his spell as head of 
the ** Movimiento" is an episode he perhaps would 
rather forget. 

If only to remind him and Spain of his past, a first. 
Ipst-seliing biography of the young premier carries 
a photograph of his swearing-in on its cover. 

Superimposed over Suarez's left shoulder is an 
impassive Franco. 

The book's cover and its title Adolfo Suarez: Story 
of an Ambition give immediate notice that it is far 
from an official biography. 

But although its publication was awaited with 
apprehension by the prime ministers entourage, 
journalist Gregorio Moran has not hit Suarez very 
hard. 


The portrait which emerges Ls of a charming but 
fiercely ambitious young man charting his way to 
power through the labyrinths of the Franco regime 
with a mixture of luck and good judgment. 

According to the author. Suarez's overriding 
characteristics as a young man were "amiability, 
niceness and enthusiastic servility." But he is also 
credited with "a political sense of smell for knowing 
which way the wind is going to blow'." 

Suarez was bom into a middle-class provincial 
family in 1932. 

Barely four years old when the 1 936-39 civil war 
erupted. Suarez was unscarred by its divisions. He 
belonged to neither the winning nor losing camp. 

His lather, far from being a FrancoisL was well 
known forsupporting a Republican deputy and nar- 
rowly escaped arrest by the Nationalists’ 

Suarez's home province of Avila marked him us 
Casti Ilian, centrist and Roman Catholic. 

Avila, Moran relates, was a town which in 1950 
summarily fined its women if they stepped into the 
street without wearing stockings" 

Cloistered within Avila’s medieval walls. Suarez 
grew up away from the bustle of Madrid. But when 
he and other young aspiring politicians moved here 
they injected new blood into a moribund establish- 
ment. 

In Madrid Suarezs political "nose” led him to 
success. 

Moran points out that Suarez arrived here at the 
age of 26 with none of the traditional attributes of 


success in Francoist Spain. 

He had no glorious civil war past, no brilliant 
professional career, no money, no family connec- 
tions. 

The young administrator, with a modest law 
degree as his only qualification, was therefore 
obliged to seek the protection of political “god- 
fathers" and develop his natural flair for public 
relations. 

“(He) did not excel at anything, except for being 
likeable and his gift for making friends," Moran 
writes, attributing 60 percent of Suarezs success to 
his personal charm. 

But Moran does not deny the future premier's 
astuteness. Seeking a civil governorship, -Suarez 
rented a holiday flat next door to the then interior 
minister and carefully cultivated his friendship. 

The move paid off, in June 1 968, at the age of 37, 
Suarez became Spain's youngest civil governor 
when be was appointed to head the civil authority in 
the province of Segovia. 

Later, as head' of Spanish television for four 
years, he was able to promote his own career and 
court the favors of ministers by clever use of the 
small but image-building screen. 

But perhaps Suarez’ s shrewdest move was to 
align himself with the then Prince Juan Carlos 
whom Franco appointed in 1969 to succeed him. 

Moran says Suarez “treated Juan Carlos as king 
long before he became one. The prince was number 
one on his list of people to be paid tribute, above the

The French domestic political scene does an about-face

PARIS — 

In a phrase which sums up the anxiety of both 
left- and right-wing opinion over the past few 
weeks, the pro-government magazine Le Point 
described the present political situation in France as 
“the most important crisis for the French system in 
20 years.” 

As the crisis develops, the men who should be 
most affected are finding their authority increased. 
President Giscard and Prime .Minister Raymond 
Barre are receiving sufficient public support for 
them to treat a rebellious parliament with disdain 
and the left-wing opposition with contempt. 

In an extraordinary reversal of public opinion. 
Barre has bounced back from being the most 
unpopular Premier of the Fifth Republic to one of 
the best supported. Giscard. who seemed 
threatened with defeat in the 1981 presidential 
elections, is now shown by opinion polls as an easy 
winner. 

Both men seemed on the verge of public humilia- 
tion two months ago. Barre's budget had been stop- 
ped by a Gauliist revolt in Parliament, and his 
three-year austerity program had led to the worst 


government deficit and the worst unemployment in 
French history. The Elysee was making no secret 
that a replacement was being sought. 

President Giscard, meanwhile, was being pressed 
over a $200,000 gift of diamonds from ex- Emperor 
Bokassa, a man whom France protected during a 
period of repression and massacre in the Central 
African Empire. Evasive and embarrassed, the 
President was entangled in an atmosphere of scan- 
dal overhanging his whole Administration, marked 
by the suicide in October of Labor Minister Robert 
Boujin. 

Two months later, the tensions are superficially 
the same. Barre is confronted by a Parliament in 
which more than three-quarters of the National 
Assembly is opposed to his politics. The Gauliist 
Party, the biggest movement in the moribund coali- 
tion, is demanding both his resignation and a 
change of President. 

Giscard has been accused of receiving even more 
diamonds from ex- Emperor Bokassa and his 
Cabinet is still openly divided. Yet both wield grea- 
ter authority than at any time since the presidential 
elections in 1974. 

Recognizing that Barre is again in favor, the pres- 
ident has confirmed him in office for at least 


another six months, making it likely that he will be 
in power at least until the presidential elections. 

Barre has used this new mandate to check the 
Gauliist revolt turning to a constitutional clause 
which allows the executive to overrule Parliament 

Article 49, under which laws are passed automat- 
ically unless a censure motion is carried, is being 
‘used like a machine-gun’, according to the Gaul- 
Jists, who can stop legislation only by bringing down 
the government. In a situation unprecedented in the 
Fifth Republic, the article is being employed. for 
legislation both great and small, resulting in de facto 
rule by decree. 

Giscard has employed de Gaulle's technique of 
aloofness to restore his opinion poll rating, which 
has risen to one of the highest point of his mandate. 
Surveys show him an easy winner against all his 
potential presidential rivals. 

French fear of instability, has helped Giscard and 
Barre. So has the failure of their opponents to 
exploit the crisis. 

Gauliist leader Jacques Chirac has been shown to 
be indecisive, a man with a bark worse than his bite. 
The Socialists are paralyzed by an argument bet- 
ween left-wingers and social democrats that has 


destroyed the authority of Fra ncois Mitte rrand, the 
party leader. • J .. . • 

Socialist- Communist rivalry has developed from 
the division of the March 1978 general election to a 
point where they introduced rival censure motions 
in Parliament rather than unite. Georges Marchais, 
the Communist secretary-general, has led a renin] 
to hard-line Staiinisra in which the main aim is tc 
defeat a Socialist presidential candidate.

In an editorial, Al -Riyadh dealt 
with the “game of economy" 
which the rich and developing 
nations were now playing.

It said that the denunciation of the 
Camp David accords and the 
Israeli aggression on South Leba- 
non has become a long-drawn 
affair without being able to move 
anything or helping in the realiza- 
tion of the slightest ambitions of 
tbe Arabs.

‘inema Here from Dec. 9 to 11. 

In keeping with the English 
edition of pantomine plays at 
hristraas, the BAC players 


selected a nursery tale and embel- 
lished it with song and dance. 

Rehearsals began in early 
November with a cast of 20. The 
aim of the production was to give 
the children an entertaining even- 
ing and a reminder of their herit- 
age. 

English pantomime encourages 
audience participation, and the 
players used this to sweep the 
half-child, half-adult audience 
along. The dwarfs entered from 
the back of the theater, players 
moved close to the audience by 
moving out on a ramp extension of 
the stage and the dwarfs threw 
“ snowballs ” into the audience at - 
the finale. 

A narrator was used to frame 
the story. Peter Fox adapted the 
old folk tale and the script was 
skillfully written. The scenery, by

The children loved it. They his- 
sed the evil queen's plans to kill 
her innocent stepdaughter, 
shouted encouragement to the 
dwarfs and cheered the prince’s 
rescue of Snow White from the 
deadly spell of the poison apple. It 
almost seemed as if the children 
didn’j: know what would happen 
when Charles Tringham, the 
witch, offered Snow White the 


apple. Cries of ** poison, poison " 
filled the Theater when Kathryn 
Palmer, as Snow White, wondered 
whether or not to eat the deadly 
fruit. 

Perhaps there wasn’t enough 
time for the audience to appreci- 
ate the bond between Snow White 
and the dwarfs or sufficient 
development of the attraction 
between Snow White and the 
prince but these things need not be 
questioned. They happen on stage 
because we wish them to happen. 

The test of a production of such 
a familiar tale is whether it can still 
surprise, whether the suspension 
of disbelief can be sustained. Each 
child and each adult among the 
900 or so who saw the show 
judged Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfi to be good theater. And, 
indeed it was. 


The young art of Saudi fiction

The second of a series 

JEDDAH — One of the most 
important literary figures in the 
1930s, the -early experimental 
stage of Saudi fiction, is 
Ahmad Rida Huhu. His story. The 
Last Lierary Van. is a seminal 
work. 

It is set in the year 2072. The 
protagonist is a student named 
Ibrahim, who loves literature and 
decides to devote his life to it. He 
hopes that after completing his 
education he will be able to join a 
faculty of literature at a nearby 
university but, as time goes on, he 
finds that the school faces immi- 
nent closure because the art of lit- 
erature is dying a painful death. 
He is bitterly disappointed and 
begins to fear that literature itself 
will become extinct. 

He writes a wry effective pocin 
as part of his personal campaign to 
keep the art alive, but because of 
the decadence into which his. soci- 
ety has fallen, no newspaper will 
publish h. no literary magazine 
will accept it. Finally, one publica- 
tion agrees to run it, its editor 
faboring under the misconception 
that it is an advertisement for an 
inn in the country. Ibrahim is 
obliged to pay for its publication. 

He continues publishing, his 
work in this manner until he 
comes close to bankruptcy. Soon, 
his house and all his remaining 
possessions are claimed by his 
creditors and be is left penniless. 
He writes a last poem, called Bet- 
ween Disappoint’ nent un i Hope, 
in which expresses his profound 
and bitter sorrow. 

In this work, Ahmad Huhu 
deals with the dislocation of soci- 
ety when it is suddenly confronted 
with industrialization. It is a mov- 
ing lament for the death of art. 

The Last Literary Man is not the 
only work that is set in the future. 
Muhammad Hassan Awwad pub- 
lished his Utopia in 1926. The 
story is in the form of a letter writ- 
ten "by a young girl in the 25th 
century, to her brother who lives 
in another city of the Arabian 
Peninsula. She tells him of their 
grandparents life tn the 20th cen- 
tury. It is a yearning for the simple, 
dose family life of the past. 

The second stage of Saudi liter- 
ature. taking World War II as a 
convenient divide, is an era of 
more mature, effective writing.At 
this time, more and more Saudi 
students were returning from their 


education in foreign countries. 
The country was gradually becom- 
ing more exposed not only to the 
West but to the cultural ferment of 
the Arab world. Newspapers and 
magazines poured into the king- 
dom from foreign countries and 
the effect on Saudi fiction was one 
of increased sophistication and 
experimentation. 

Hamid Darnanhu/y is one of the 
most important figures of con- 
temporary Saudi writing. He was 
educated at Cairo University and, 
with his excellent English, was 
able to explore the literature of 
the West. 

Only two of his works can be 
called novels. The first was The 
Price of Sacrifice, published in 
1959. and the second was An t 
Davs have Passed, published in 


1963 . 

The former is set in Cairo and 
Mecca. It is the story of Ahmad 
die son of A)-Sheikh Abdul Rah- 
man, a merchant, and Fatemah. 
his cousin. 

Ahmad is educated in a school 
on a grant from the government 
and when he completes his 
studies, he is selected to continue 
his education on a government 
scholarship in Cairo. He hopes to 
become a doctor. Ahmad's father 
refuses to let him go. saying that 
he wishes to protect his son from 
the rigors of travel and from the 
inevitable homesickness. 

Ahmad is prostrate. He begs his 

father to let him go and finally 
wins his case. Before he is allowed 
to go to Cairo, he is betrothed to 
his cousin Fatemah. 


A diligent student, Ahmad 
meets virtually no one in Cairo 
until he becomes acquainted with 
one Mustafa Lutfy. Once, while at 
Mustafa's house, Ahmad catches a 
glimpse of Mustafa* s sister. Fayza. 
He is infatuated with her. He 
thinks of nothing else but her but 
he forces himself to work, to 
forget his love for Fayza and to 
remember Fatemah, innocently 
waiting for him back home. 

News reaches Cairo of the death 
of his unde. He returns to Mecca 
after his six years in Cairo and 
marries Fatemah.

"The existing international 
economic arrangements are 
increasingly unstable, Brandi said.

Among proposed measures dis- 
closed Monday were: — A large- 
scale transfer of funds to develop- 
ing countries. — An agreement on 
the security of energy supplies and 
conservation. — Reforms in the 
monetary system and means of 
financing development. 

Brandt said increased aid to 
developing countries on an auto- 
matic basis would allow long-term 
planning. It would also create new 
markets and stimulate production 
in industrialized countries. 

He added that oil-producing 
countries could stabilize supplies 
and agree to regular price 
increases. In return, industrial 
countries could safeguard the 
producers' earnings and cut 
energy consumption. . 

The commission's report called 
for an international summit con- 
ference to try and push through 
these reforms. 

As part of proposed long-term 
reforms, it urged the structural 
reform of the world's economic 
system. 

Brandt said the commission 
suggested the establishment of a 
world development fund which 
could include communist states 
and would channel money to 
developing countries. 

The new fund could be financed 
by “a modest levy" on interna- 
tional trade, seabed minerals and 
armaments, he added. 

Brandt praised the role of inter- 
national institutions such as the 
World Bank and said the bank 
should be empowered to do more 
financing of Third World 
development. 

Although the commission had 
agreed on fundamental issues. 
Brandt added: “All the world's 
peoples are threatened by 
economic instability which in 
return creates political instabil- 
ity." 


TOKYO, Dec. 18 (R) — The 
Japanese government has asked 
the country’s oil firms and impor- 
ters to release part of their privare 
stockpiles when spotoU prices rise 
sharply, trade and industry minis- 
try officials said Tuesday. 

The government would also 
continue to use its own stockpile 
as needed to prevent firms and 
importers buying at inflated prices 
on the spot market, they said. 

The moves follow assurances 
from Japan last week to the 
United States that it would stop 
Japanese importers buying Ira- 
nian oil at exorbitant prices. 

After talks with U.S. officials in 
Washington Japanese Vice-Trade 
Minister Naohiro Amaya said his 
government had no legal means of 
enforcing its directive against 
further purchase of spot market 
Iranian oil. But he said it could be 
achieved by price controls that 
would remove the profit from such 
deals. 

The Japanese government also 
assured a U.S. special envoy 
Tuesday that it would keep in step 
with West European countries in 
cooperating with U.S. financial 
and economic sanctions against 
Iran. 

U.S. Deputy Treasury Secret- 
ary Robert Carswell obtained the 
assurance at a meeting with 
Deputy Vice- Foreign Minister 
Hiromichi Miyazaki and Vice- 
Finance Minister for International 
Affairs Takehiro Sagaol govern- 
ment source^ said. 

But the sources refused to say 
what form Japanese cooperation 


would take. 

Carswell, who arrived on Sun- 
day, told them that unless Japan 
and West European countries 
cooperated the U.S. sanctions 
would not be effective to help sec- 
ure the release of the 50 A merican 
embassy hostages in Tehran, they 
said. 

Before Carswell's departure 
Tuesday the U.S. embassy issued a 
brief statement saying : 

“ Carswell was assured by 
prime minister ( Masayoshi) Ohira 
that in Japan's view immediate 
release on the hostages is of the 
highest priority in the current situ- 
ation and that actions of the 
Japanese government would sup- 
port this objective. 

“ He was encouraged that to 
this end Japan would keep in step 
with European countries in its 
financial and economic relations 
with Iran.” 

But the sources said that Cars- 
well had been told that Japan 
would keep buying Iranian oil at 
the level that existed before the 
taking of the hostages and con- 
tinue paying for it. 

The level is 620,000 barrels a ' 
day or 12 per cent of its total 
imports. 

On a number of occasions, 
Japan, which depends almost 
totally upon imports for its oil 
needs, has told the U.S- it must 
keep buying Iranian oil. 

The Japanese government has 
already applied restrictions on the 
purchase of Iranian oil by Japan- 
ese importers at inflated prices on

Experts testing tropical plant 


CURVELO, Brazil, Dec. 18 
( AP) — Experts have turned to 
cassava, the tropical plant that 
produces tapioca, as a source of 
alcohol to supplement gasoline, 
and they have high hopes its use 
will become more widespread. 

For several years Brazil has 
been transforming some of its 
massive sugar cane output into 
alcohol fuel or fuel additive. 

But a pound of cassava yields 
three times as much alcohol as 
sugar cane so the government 
built a plant here, 615 kilometers 
north of Rio de Janeiro, to crank 
out 16,000 gallons of alcohol from 
the root daily. 

"Our cassava distillery basically 
is an experiment, even though if s 
already producing on a relatively 
large scale. The idea is for Brazil 
to structure knowhow in this field, 
which is completely new,” said 
Vicente Menezes Ferreira, an 


alcohol specialist with Petrobras, 
the government oil company. 

Brazil has drawn world atten- 
tion for its work with gasahol — a 
gasoline alcohol mix for cars — 
and one fuel outlet in the nearby 
city of Belo routinely sells gas with 
a 20 per cent cassava alcohol mix. 
which cars can use without modifi- 
cation. 

-About 2.000 cars in the nation 
are designed to run strictly on 
■alcohol and the auto industry 
plans to have 250.000 alcohol- run 
cars in operation by next year. 

Officials said alcohol-burning 
cars get 10-15 per cent poorer 
mileage than gas burners because 
alcohol is a lower octane. But 
sugar-produced alcohol costs $ 
1.01 a gallon, while premium 
gasoline costs $ three a gallon. 
Brazil imports 85 per cent of its 
oil.

Many plays made by 
declarer are based on in- 
formation he obtains from 
either the opponents' bidding 
or the type of defense they 
adopt. To place so much 
credence on information 
volunteered by the enemy 
may seem odd, but it is 
nevertheless generally sound 
to proceed on the' basis that' 
they are doing their level best 
to portray their holdings to 
each other so as to achieve the 
best possible result. 


Consider this situation 
where Sooth is in four spades, 
doubled and the defense starts 
with threerouods of diamonds 
followed by three rounds of 
hearts. Declarer ruffs, cashes 
the ace of spades, plays a club 
totheUng^andleadsa trump 
from dummy, East following 
low. 

- South most now resolve the 
question of whether to Snesre 
or go igi with tiie Hog. He la 
already down two — 508 points 

— and wants to avoid the 800 
number. 

In general, missing four to 
the queen, one plays for the 
drop by cashing the A-K in- 
stead of attempting the 
finesse. However, the 
mathematical advantage is so 
slight that one should fed free 
to make use of any or all does 
that indicate otherwise. 

- Here, there is good reason to 
finesse. If you trust the op- 
ponents’ bidding, you most 
assume that their spades are 
divided 3-l/not 2-2. In effect, 
you say to yourself that tbe 
opponents would not volun- 
tarily have bid four hearts If 
they had four quick losers In 
spades and dubis. . 

Of course. It is possible that 
they did — nobody bids per- 
fectly — but there is a strong 
presumption that they .did not . 
bid themselves into s hopeless 
game. FVom this it follows, 
that the spades are unlikely to 
be divided 2-2 and that 
finessing against the queen is 
the right tiling to do.

MOSCOW, Dec. 18 (AP) — 
Lumbering green drab trucks are 
everywhere, loaded with slabs of 
pre-cast concrete for new build- 
ings. Scaffolding covers the dingy 
facades of scores of buildings. 

Men and Women workers 
scramble around crumbling pre- 
revolutionary buildings with buc- 
kets of paint. The preparations for 
next summer’s Olympic Games 
are moving forward. 

■'Don’t worry. We will be 
ready,” one Soviet Olympic offi- 
cial says. 

There seems little doubt the 24 
structures that will house the 
games and the hotels, pensions 
and hostels for 300,000 foreign 
tourists will be ready. But people 
are more worried about services 
for tourists in a country famous for 
long tines, indifferent waiters and 
numbing bureaucracy. 

“I can speak without boasting 
when I say that we are not in worse 
shape, but are better off than the 
organizers were in Munich (in 
1972) at this point," says Aggan 
Starodub, an official with the 
Moscow Olympic Organizing 
Committee. 

He said last summer's Spar- 
ta load, an international athletic 
competition held in many of the 
Olympic facilities, proved the 
Soviet Union could manage the 
1980 C antes.

It is in the services sector that 
the Soviets could find their efforts 
foil short of the standards that 
Western tourists expect. 

First class accommodation here 
tends to be spartan. Such 
amenities as room service are 
unheard of in most. Restaurants 
have a bureaucracy all their own. 
Meals can take hours and even 
then not be very good. 

Even before the Games, offi- 
cials are facing pressures from 
some countries over the number 
of team members who can come, 
visa procedures and the quantity 
of tourist tickets available. 

At the same time, harried 
Soviet organizers must plan elabo- 
rate security in a country with little 
experience in fighting terrorism, 
must juggle hundreds of Western 
companies competing for Olympic 
orders and try to reconcile the 
relaxed style of Western tourists 
with the Soviet penchant for 
tightly planned itineraries. 

Officials estinate that as many 
as 240,000 people will be needed 
in the three- week Olympic period 
to cater to tourists. More than 

11,000 interpreters, the majority 
of them students, are brushing up 
on foreign languages. 

They are also being refreshed 
on the Soviet political line. A 
Soviet higher education journal 


said some of the courses for 
Olympic interpreters carry names 
such as The Building of Commun - 
ism in the USSR, The Leading and 
Guiding Role of the Soviet Com - 
munist Party in the Building of 
Communism and Basic Advantages 
of a World Socialist System. 

The Soviets place high political 
importance on the Moscow 
Games, the first to be held in a 
Communist country. Officials 
apparently hope that a successful 
Olympics will bring new respect 
for the Soviet Union and its lead- 
ers. 

But authorities also seem to fear 
that the massive influx of foreig- 
ners may also open cracks in their 
tightly controlled society. 

“There are forces in the world 
that are intensively preparing not 
only for sports contests but also 
for political and ideological skir- 
mishes and subversive activity.'’ 
Eduard Shevardnadze, first sec- 
retary of the Georgian Republic 
Communist Party, said in a speech 
last June. 

Last spring Viktor Grishin, a 
Moscow Communist Party leader 
and member of the Politburo, 
warned residents of the capital of 
the dangers of ideological con- 
tamination.

Patriotic Front agrees to British Rhodesia ceasefire plan 


LONDON. Dec. 18 t Agencies) — 
Rhodesia peace laJks have finally achieved 
success with Patriotic Front guerrillas agre- 
eing to end a seven-year bush war against 
white domination. 

After 98 days of often acrimonious negoti- 
ation in London's Lancaster House, guerrilla 
leaders Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe 
Monday night initialled an agreement. 

A formal signing ceremony is planned for 
Wednesday — and that will be the signal for a 
ceasefire in a war that has enveloped South- 
ern Africa and cost 20,000 lives. 

Even after the initialling, the arguments 
continued. Britain wants the ceasefire to 
become fully effective in a week. 

The Marxist Mugabe said it would not be 
possible. He said it may take seven weeks to 
spread word of peace among the guerrillas 
who have turned much of the Rhodesian bush 
into a war zone. 

Mugabe also warned that he would puli out 
of the agreement if any side tried to dishonor 
it. 

The guerrillas enemies, a coalition of mod- 
erate blacks and white settlers, have already 
agreed to a settle ment. Their leader. Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa, is in Salisbury, where he 
welcomed the news. 

The agreement was seen as a triumph for 
the conference chairman. Lord Carrington, a 
bom- rich aristocrat who has been British 
Foreign Secretary only seven months. 

Numerous other statesmen, among them 
former U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer. have failed in efforts to end the 14- 
year independence dispute in the British col- 
ony. 

Britain has already sent a governor, 
cabinet minister Lord Soames, to take charge 
in Salisbury. The agreement enables him to 
organize fresh elections and hand over power 
to the winners. 

The Patriotic Front will come out of the 
bush to fight the elections. Monday night its 
leaders told reporters they deserved the chief 
credit for the success of the conference.

** The settlement is the direct product of 
the sacrifice, sweat and blood of the fighting 
young men and women as well as the gavlant 
revolutionary masses of Zimbabwe 
(Rhodesia)." they said in a statement. 

The Front’s war began when former white 
Premier Ian Smith was still in power in Salis- 
bury. It was Smith's refusal to hand over to 
black majority rule that triggered the whole 
dispute in 1965. 

Although elated by the agreement. British 
officials were still talking cautiously. •* This is 
a very important day for Rhodesia but there 
are still difficult times ahead. " Deputy Fore- 
ign Secretary Sir Ian Gilmour told a press 
conference. 

The governor. Lord bournes, will rely on a 
small force of 1.200 troops drawn from five 
nations — Britain. Australia, New Zealand. 
Fiji and Kenya — to keep the 45.000 strong 
Rhodesian army and guerrillas apart during 
the election campaign. 

The two armies will be accommodated in 
special camps. The settlement had been held 
up by arguments over how many camps the 
Patriotic Front should be allocated. 

Finally it agreed on a total of 16 and the 
agreement was clinched.

Secure power base 

Right widens Portugal control 


LISBON, Dec. 18 (R) — Portugal 
right-wing Democratic Alliance is prepar- 
ing to play the dominant role in local gov- 
ernment for the next three years after 
sweeping victories in town hall and parish 
council elections. 

The triumph of the. five- month-old 
alliance of center-right Social Democrats 
H PSD>. . Conservative Center Democrats 
(CDS), monarchists and dissident social- 
ists has provided a secure power base for 
the new Alliance government when it is 
sworn in later this month. 

Its local election gains confirmed the 
swing away from socialism seen at the 
general elections two weeks ago when the 
Alliance emerged with a six-seat majority 
in the new 250*seat parliament. 

The unofficial final returns in the local 
elections showed the Alliance had won 
power in 196 of Portugal's 305 town 
councils and was heading for control of 
over two and a half times as many parish 
councils as the Communists and Socialists 
•combined. 

The Socialists, understandably 
demoralised by their poor showing at the 
general elections, were unable to prevent 


their continued fall in popularity and 
managed to retain only 59 of the 1 1 5 town 
councils they held previously. 

The Alliance ousted Socialist mayors 
from Lisbon. Oporto and the university 
town of Coimbra while the Communists, 
who won control of 50 town councils, 
pushed out a Socialist mayor in the port 
town of Setubui and took the lower middle 
class suburb of Amadorajn, a new elect- 
oral area. 

Control of local government will be an 
important factor in the next 10 months as 
parties prepare for forthcoming general 
elections again in October 198Q. 

About 75 per cent of the six million 
eligible Portuguese turned out for last 
Sunday's polling, demonstrating that 
despite two attempted coups, five nation- 
wide elections and 1 2 government* since 
the 1974 revolution swept away nearly 
half a century of right-wing dictatorship, 
the people were not disenchanted with 
voting as some feared. 

The twin elections have called into 
question the future of the Portuguese 
Socialist Party and its leader. Mario 
Soares, according to local political com- 
mentators.

The Monday night breakthrough followed 
British concessions to Front demands for an 
increase in the number and position of the

assembly camps that its guerrillas will occupy 
during the brief period before elections. 

Under the plan, both the Front and the 
Salisbury troops will be confined to camps 
during this period. But the Front argued that 
under the British plan it would be deprived of 
camps in some areas where it had local sup- 
port. It also said that British estimates that 
put its guerrilla strength at 15.000 were too 
low. It said it had 30.000 and therefore mer- 
ited more than the 14 assembly camps Britain 
was offering. 

Britain finally agreed to up the number of 
Front assembly camps to 1 6 and allowed that 
one of the new camps should be near Gwelo 
in the strategic heartland of Rhodesia. The 
rest are on the periphery. Decisions on 
’■whether more Front assembly camps should 
be created will be left to Soames. The guerril- 
las will be under their own commanders in the 
camps and will live in tents. 

The Salisbury troops will be confined to 
some 40 bases. Under the agreement, each 
side will be monitored by 1.200 Common- 
wealth troops, including at least 600 British 
troops, to see they do not violate the cease- 
fire. 

In Salisbury, however Rhodesian and Brit- 
ish officials predict that Rhodesia will con- 
tinue to be wracked by war whoever wins the 
planned elections. 

If pro-Western moderates headed by 
Prime Minister Muzorewa come to power, 
more than 58.000 guerrillas loyal to Mugabe 
and Nkomo will continue the fighting for con- 
trol of the government, the administrators 
and security officers said. 


If the guerrillas win, their ideologically and 
ethnically rival forces will become embroiled 
in civil war, they forecast. 

“ Whatever happens and whoever emerges 
victorious this country will still be in some' 
state of war" a top Rhodesian military anal- 
yst says. 

The officials don't discount the possibility 
of a mutiny by the white- led, mainly black 
army against any elected Nkomor Mugabe 
government 

Lord Soames Tuesday welcomed the peace 
agreement reached in London as “news of 
the greatest significance” But he warned of 
difficulties which lie ahead. 

Soames, who arrived last Wednesday to 
restore British rule to its rebel colony, issued 
a statement saying that if the agreement' 
works, “The lasting peace we have all been 
hoping and looking for will be attainable. 

“ If it does not,” he added,“then much that 
has been so painstakingly achieved will be 
brought to naught 

“Our task now is to prepare for free and 
fair elections which will bring Rhodesia to 
independence.. No one underestimates the 
difficulties which lie ahead, but together we 
can and must overcome them.” 

Otherwise, reaction to the agreement in 
Salisbury was muted. Observers explained 
that Rhodesians have become somewhat 
immune to promises of peace while the 
seven-year-old guerrilla war has continued to 
escalate. 

The city’s major newspaper. The Berald, 
carried a headline reading “PF (Patriotic 
Front) agrees to ceasefire.”

Nearly 200 injured 

Earthquake kills at least 25 in Indonesia 


JAKARTA, Dec. 18 (Agencies) — The 
death toll from a major earthquake that 
rocked the tourist island of Bali Tuesday has 
increased to 25 and nearly 200 persons were 
injured. 

A police spokesman said rescue teams 
worked to clear the rubble and wreckage of 
homes, buildings and temples to look for 
people trapped in the debris. 

He said about 80 per cent of the homes and 
buildings were either destroyed or badly 
damaged in Karangasem, on the western tip 
of Bali. 

Communications and some roads leading 
to the district of Karangasem from Denpaser. 
capital of Bali, were cut. 

However the quake did not do much dam- 
age on Denpaser itself. There was no report 
of casualty in the city. 

The quake also rocked the neighboring 
- island of Lombok. But it caused no significant 
damage, he said. 

Police said the quake lasted for three 
minutes with short intervals, causing wide- 
spread panic. 

The latest quake occurred Tuesday at U300 
local time (2000 GMT), catching most peo- 
ple in their sleep. 

Thousands awakened by the quake in 


Denpaser rushed out of their homes and 
refused to go back to their beds in fear of 
another quake. 

Foreign tourists who packed the hotels 
along the sunny beach of Bali also ran out in 
panic, most of them only in shorts and some 
wearing nothing at ail. 

The office manager of the plush Bali Beach 
Intejcontinental Hotel said many visitors 
were scared but unhurt. He said some win-

Stuntman breaks 
sound barrier 
in rocket car 


ROGERS LAKE. California, Dec. 1 8 ( R) 
— Hollywood stuntman Stan Barrett has 
become the first man to break the sound bar- 
rier on land. 

He raced across the dry lake bed here in his 
60.000 horsepowered rocket vehicle Monday 
night at a speed of 739.666 miles an hour 
(1,(90.123 kph), according to radar data 
provided by the U.S. Air Force. 

Celebrating the run with a cup of straw- 
berry ice cream, Barrett said: “I felt a lot of 
resistance, then everything went smooth and 
then there was a jolt like hitting a brick wall." 

Observers said they heard what sounded 
like a rumble of distant thunder which lasted 
about two seconds. 

Barrett, who has performed stunts for 
actors Paul Newman and Burt Reynolds, had 
to exceed 73 i ,0 miles an hour ( 1 ,1 70 k.p.h.) 
to break the barrier with the temperature at 
20 degrees fahrenheit. 

After his run Ba rreit hud a tense wait of 1 0 
hours while Air Farce radar experts ran the 
information collected by its scanning equip- 
ment through computers. 

A water truck moving across the lake bed 
at the same time was al>o recorded by the 
radar equipment and the two vehicles had to 
be separated on the information charts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP) — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter’s campaign workers 
complained Monday that the president, 
avoiding political distractions, is riot paying 
as much attention as they would like to his 
presidential reelection campaign against 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy. 

Robert Strauss, chairman of Carter’s pres- 
idential committee, said that with Carter con- 
centration on Iran, his “mind isn't on politics 
now as much as his campaigners would like 
for good politics. He doesn't like to be dis- 
tracted.” 

"The preoccupation of the president with 
Iran has prevented the proper development' 
of the campaign's central themes. Strauss 
said. 

He conceded that one of the likely themes, 
the economy, “is a very serious problem for 
us.*’ 

Strauss and Timothy Kraft, the' president’s 
campaign manager, reviewing the presidents 
political effort as the election year 
approaches, told reporters that by Dec. 31 
the committee will have raised $6 million and 
will have spent $4 million. 

" We ought to go into the first of the year in 
good financial shape,” Strauss told reporters 
at a breakfast briefing. 

Meanwhile, leaders of the nation's largest 
union of government workers have voted to 
remain neutral in the democratic presidential 
contest between Carter and Kennedy, 

The executive board of the million- 
member American Federation of state. 
County and Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME) had been believed to be tilting 
toward Kennedy, according to political 
observers. 

Instead, an AFSCME official said Mon- 
day. the board decided to continue its neutr- 
ality "hoping Kennedy will make a stronger 
economic statement or Carter will reverse his 
positions.” 

With politically active chapters around the 
country, AFSCME can be a potent ally to a 
presidential candidate, and both Carter and 
Kennedy have been seeking the union's 
endorsement.

It was the second quake to hit Bali and 
Lombok in less than two months and the third 
this year. 

On Oct., 20, at least one person was killed 
and 1 6 injured when a tremor rocked the two 
islands and caused damage to hundreds of 
houses. 

On May 21, a quake caused extensive mat- 
eria] damage in the same area but no one was 
killed. 

The last major earthquake in the Bali- 
Lombok region occurred in July, 1976, and it 
killed 519 people and injured 3,000. 

Other recent earthquakes in the 2,400 
kilometer long Indonesian archipelago 
included one last month in West and Central 
Java which killed more than 30 people and 
one in August 1977 between the islands of 
Sumba and Sumbabwa which killed 185 peo- 
ple. 


Last month's quake in Java registered 6.4 
on the Richter seismological scale and made 
thousands of people homeless. 


Sydney suburb 
engulfed by fire 


SYDNEY, Dec. 18 (R) — Sydney’s worst 
bushfires for years roared through the city’s 
heavily-wooded northefn suburbs Tuesday 
on an unbroken 14 kilometer front. 

The blaze destroyed buses, boats, cars aod 
caravans but the full extent of the' damage 
could not be known until weary firemen 
fought back into areas cut off by flames. 

Hundreds of people fled from theirhomes 
and fire controllers said they were preparing 
contingency plans for large-scale evacuation 
of the city’s northern peninsula if the fire 
intensified. 

Winds fanned bushfires to the west and 
south of Sydney as thousands of firemen, 
hampered by water shortages, drained 
swimming pools to stop flames spreading
